Members of the Peel 
regional police Street Crime 
Gang Unit are running a 
Spring Gun Amnesty 
Program throughout the 
Region of Peel that runs 
through to the end of the 
month. 

As of May 18th it resulted 
in a number of firearms, am- 
munition, and other related 
weapons being turned over 
to Peel Regional Police. 

In an attempt to further 
enhance public safety, the 
Spring Gun Amnesty Pro- 
gram provides members of 
the community a controlled 
and safe opportunity to 
surrender unwanted fire- 
arms and ammunition for 


destruction. The amnesty 
extends to all firearms in- 
cluding: handguns, long 
guns and_non-restricted, 
restricted or prohibited 
weapons. Citizens are also 
being encouraged to turn in 
any unwanted weapons, am- 
munition, replica firearms 
or pellet guns that could be 
used in the commission of a 
criminal offence. 

Members of the public 
who wish to participate in 
this program are directed to 
contact the Amnesty Hotline 
at 905-460-4122 to make 
arrangements for a safe pick 
up of their firearms and/ 
or ammunition by a mem- 
ber of the amnesty team.

interview she explained that 
the discrepancy between the 
two numbers is partly due to 
the way the province factors 
in students who transfer to 
other boards during their 
high school years. 

Peel’s graduation 
rates have also increased 
dramatically since 1979 
when the rate was at 79 per 
cent. More important than 
the statistics however, are 
the supports which help 
and encourage students to 
remain in school. 

Speers pointed to a 
number of progressive 
programs employed by the 
board. “Credit recovery 


programs help _ students 
to pick up a missed credit 
during an ensuing semester. 
Co-op credit packages are 
also more flexible than 


the provincial program. 
In addition, credits can 
be earned through the 


supervised work programs.” 

All schools also have a 
success teacher who acts 
as a caring adult mentor, 
assisting students who are 
deemed to be at risk and 
hooking them up with the 
programs which best fit 
their needs. She added: 
“Students with an interest 
in pursuing _ specialized 
careers such as health and

welfare, transportation, or 
the hospitality industry are 
provided with Specialist 
High School Majors in 
grades 11 and 12.” 

As math and literacy can 
be chief stumbling blocks for 
certain students, teaching 
and learning is stressed 
throughout the school years. 
Literacy and numeracy are 
given a priority and after 
school assistance is offered 
to help struggling students. 
As exams can be challenging 
for many, test taking skills 
are offered to help students 
better read and answer 
exam questions. 


The advance in 
technology has _ also 
aided in accommodating 
differentiated learning. 
Since students learn in 
diverse ways, the ability 
to use technology to 
understand concepts and 
complete assignments 
helps students to express 
their knowledge in ways 
other than the traditional 
written report. 

Moving forward, math 
will continue to be a major 
focus in all grades. 

Although the numbers are 
impressive, it is clear they 
take second seat to helping 
move students towards

The Region of Peel’s 
wastewater facilities 
are about to get a major 
upgrade. 

The Government of 
Canada announced Tuesday 
morning that 30 new 
projects in the Region of 
Peel have been approved for 
more than $69 million in 
federal funding in order to 
upgrade and maintain water 
and wastewater facilities. 

Navdeep Bains, Minister 
of Science, Innovation and 
Economic Development, 
announced the funding 
during a press conference 
at the Lakeview Waste 
Treatment Plant in south 
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Mississauga. The projects 
being funded include 
facilities located throughout 
Brampton, Caledon and 
Mississauga. 

The funding is part of a 
larger initiative, the Ontario- 
Canada Clean Water and 
Wastewater Fund, a cross- 
government agreement 
to maintain the quality of 
water for Canadian families.

(over $69 million) and the 
provincial government will 
be contributing up to 25%, 
with the recipient(s) funding 
the remaining balance. 
Bains said that the 
projects being supported 
would ensure that families 
have access to reliable water 
and wastewater services

Projects approved through 
the CWWF include flood 
storage facilities that will 
mitigate flooding risks and 
environmental assessments 
to address erosion control 
and protect stormwater 
infrastructure.

over Brampton gun incident prompts 
call for review of school lockdown policy 





A city councillor wants 
a review of Peel region’s 
school lockdown policy 
after a recent gun call that 
sparked a neighbourhood 
panic in Brampton. 

It stems from = an 
incident on the afternoon 
of May 12 in which police 
responded to reports of a 
man carrying a gun in the 
area of Conestoga Drive 
and Wexford Road. 

The board was quick to 
order stepped up security 
at three area schools. 

Brampton Ward 2 
and 6 Councillor Doug 
Whillans says the 
board’s handling of the 
incident was appropriate, 
but is concerned that 
‘premature’ _lockdowns 
cause “panic in the 
neighbourhood especially 
with the parents of the 
students at that school.” 

“Can you imagine if 
[parents] at work and 
wondering ‘geez, what’s 
going on? I wonder if 
little Johnny’s ok?’ Turns 
out some kid had a 
pocketknife. Is that reason 
for a lockdown? I don’t 
know.” 

Three men were later

arrested in connection with 
the May 12th incident and 
a gun reportedly seized, 
but it remains unclear as 
to whether it warranted 
the extraordinary security 
measures taken at three 
area schools. 

Heart Lake Secondary 
School was ordered locked 
down while security was 
also stepped up Conestoga 
Public School and Rowntree 
Montessori Schools despite 
the incident taking place off 
school grounds. Whillans 
says such incidents used to 
be rare. 

“Times are changing. 
Maybe we have to look at the 
way we do things. It’s kind of 
a catch-22. If it’s premature, 
it causes just as much panic 
as it does if it wasn’t a 
premature lockdown”. 

Whillans says stepped up 
security measures in which 
students are prevented from 
leaving or entering a school 
may be necessary, but adds 
if such incidents continue 
to grow in frequency, the 
precaution of locking down 
a school must be weighed 
against any negative impact 
on student education and 
the threat of panicking 


residents. 

“Sometimes they may 
overreact but it’s for the 
safety of the children. 
You can never be_ too 
cautious. It could’ve been a 
pellet rifle for all we know.” 


The growth of the 
population in Brampton 
may be a factor in 


the number of incidents. 
Whillans says that given 
the majority of incidents 
are ‘minor as in the 
presence of the pocketknife 
or unsubstantiated gun 
rumours, it may be time to 
review the board’s policy 
of when a school lockdown 
is justified. He wants the 
police and the school board 
to revisit the protocols used 
to determine when and 
under what circumstances a 
lockdown is warranted. 

“As we grow, let’s see 
what the policies at the 
Toronto District School 
board are doing to see if 
there’s anything that they’re 
doing that we might be able 
to do here, maybe, to see 
if we can work with them. 
If they keep happening, 
maybe we have to revisit 
these occurrences, maybe 
have more police presence 
in certain areas,” he said.

They formed a_ little 
club called the Credit 
Valley Marathon Club. A 
few crazy people signed 
up and they started doing 
Sunday morning runs out 
of Streetsville. A couple 
of years go by, things were

decided they wanted to 
organize a local race. Some 
meetings were arranged 
with the Streetsville Bread 
& Honey Festival, local 
police and the Streetsville 
Secondary School and low 
and behold the Bread & 
Honey 15k was born. The 
inaugural race the first 
weekend of June 1977 was 
a success with over 200 
people taking part. 

Today, 39 years later, the 
race is one of the biggest 
events on the local running 
calendar with over 1200 
people taking part in a 
variety of distances from 1 
mile to 15k. 

For the last 12 years, 
local runner/triathlete 
and former “pack a day” 
smoker Ellie De Souza has 
passionately guided the 
race to success both as a 
competitive running race 
and a fund raising vehicle 
for local charities. Twenty 
years ago Ellie could not

have dreamed she would 
have accomplished so much 
in the sport of running. 
She beat her addiction 
to nicotine by taking up 
running. She tried her first 
race, loved it and has since 
gone on to complete 2 
Ironman triathlons, several 
Yo JIronmans as well as 
35 marathons including 9 
trips to the famed Boston 
Marathon. 

Being the can-dd, get- 
it-done person she js, she 
jumped at the chance to take 
over the Bread Honey when 
no one else would step up. 
It is a big job that takes a lot 
of diverse skills and loads of 
time. 

During the 12 years on 
the job, she has had to 
change the course several 
times due to construction, 
she has brought in new 
sponsors, and raised of 
$130,000 for local charities 
like the Hospitals of Peel, 
The Caring Network and the 
Mississauga Y. She has been 
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the driving force behind an 
increase in participation 
from just a few hundred 
to all time high of 1500. 
Behind her is a small group 
of hard working volunteers 
mostly from the Nomads 
Running Club an outgrowth 
of the former Credit Valley 
Marathoners. It is been a 
winning combination that 
keeps on ticking. Next year 
will be the 40th anniversary 
and Ellie intends to be at the 
helm to celebrate. 

This year’s addition has 
race distances for everyone. 
For the first time the 
race will feature a 1 mile 
challenge which will take 
place right on Queen St. in 
Streetsville. It will begin at 
10:30 am Saturday June 
3rd. The Bread & Honey 
Parade will follow the race. 
This new race is a different 
twist designed to bring out 
beginner runners who might 
otherwise be intimidated by 
longer distances. It will also 
be great for those runners 
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who want to test their speed 
over a short distance. Special 
unique Canada 150 finishers 
medals will be handed out 
to all participants based on 
your finishing time. 

The following morning 
there will be 3. races 
including a family 1k, 5k and 
the feature 15k event. 

Ellie hopes that these 
varying distance will 
help increase participant 
numbers which has sagged 
somewhat in recent years. 
The sport of endurance 
running has seen some 
declining attendance in 
recent years, due in part to 
changing demographics, 
rising costs and a multitude 
of race event options. 

Also new for this year is 
the race venue. Traditionally 
the race has _ been 
marshalled from Streetsville 
Secondary on Joymar. Due 
to construction, the venue 
has changed to the Kinsmen 
Seniors Center in the village 
of Streetsvile. Ellie feels

Russ Jackson 
(Born July 28th, 


1936)

The Hamilton-born, 
McMaster-educated 
Jackson was a Canadian 
superstar in the Canadian 
Football league. 

He was and remains one 
of the league’s_ greatest 
quarterbacks of all time. 

Jackson joined — the 
Ottawa Rough Riders in the 
late 50’s and, all told, won 
three Schenley awards as 
the league’s best player and 
four as best Canadian. 

He was named an Eastern 
all-star six times and was 
voted all Canadian three 
times. 

He led the Black Riders to 
three Grey cups, including 
two in a row in 1968 and 69. 

His career numbers; a 
dual threat---He passed 
for 24,592 yards and 185 
touchdowns. 


On the ground: 
yards and 54 majors... 

(Note: He played mostly 
14 game_ seasons; the 
additional two regular 
season contests came later.) 

Jackson was also a 
notable presence in the 
Mississauga community. 
He was the first principal 
at John Fraser SS in Erin 
Mills---teaching before that 
at Brampton Centennial and 
TL Kennedy. 

His first teaching gig 
came while he was still 
with the Rough Riders in 
Ottawa: 1959. (He taught 
Math) After retiring from 
the gridiron, he was the 
principal of Canterbury 
High School in Ottawa from 
1973] to 1975 (once tackling 
a male ’streaker’ during a 
high school dance). 

Jackson briefly _left 
teaching in 1975, spending 
two years as head coach of 
the Argonauts. It was not 
to be.

Jackson would be later 
replaced by Leo Cahill, , 
in his second tenure as the 
Argos’ head coach, prior to 
the 1977 CFL season.

Russ Jackson is an 
Officer of the Order of 
Canada and was awarded 
an honorary doctoral 
degree in law by McMaster 
University in 1989.

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Why Aren't More Children Playing Lacrosse 


In Peel Region? by Benedict Rhodes 


Canada’s national sport-— 
Lacrosse has been played in 
Peel Region for more than a 
hundred years. 

With that in mind, I find 
it concerning to see the 
decline in the number of 
local youngsters playing 
the game while sports like 
soccer, hockey and baseball 
continue to thrive—-with 
children playing them 
all year round. I believe 
lacrosse is just as exciting 
as these sports but doesn’t 
have the same following and 
there is a clear reason why: 
lacrosse simply doesn’t get 
the same media exposure. 

The National Hockey 
League, for example, is 
covered by every major 
sports network in North 
America. Fans can 
follow their favorite PP 
team on television, 
on social media or |~ 
in newspapers. 

That’s not 
the case for 
professional J 
lacrosse teams like | 








of the National Lacrosse 
League (NLL). It’s very rare 
that lacrosse can be found on 
the major sports television 
channels which results in 
a lack of knowledge; a lot 
of people (parents) not 
knowing anything about it.. 
The lack of coverage 
means that children don’t 
watch the sport and don’t 
have anybody to look up to. 
Instead of trying to 
emulate Bill Hostrawser 
or Tom Schreiber (players 
for the Toronto’ Rock), 
children are trying to score 
goals like Auston Matthews 
or hit home runs like Jose 
Bautista. Parents aren't 
inspired to sign up their 
children because many 


of them don’t know what 
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the sport is or have any 
intention of finding out. 

Mike Hancock from the 
Toronto Rock says that “it’s 
not necessarily bad that kids 
are playing other sports as 
they’re finding things to do” 
but adds that “it’s not great 
for lacrosse and that more 
needs to be done to grow the 
game”. He says that the NLL 
needs to “grow it’s presence 
on social media in order to 
attract more fans to the Air 
Canada Centre to watch 
games.” 

I believe that with the 
proper media coverage, our 
national sport can become 
one of the more popular 
participation sports since 
it’s fun to play and incredibly 
interesting to watch. 

If local teams can 
draw more attention 
_to themselves and 
get better coverage, 
it can become one 
of the most popular 
sports in Peel Region 
and inspire’ the 
next generation of 
lacrosse stars.

Inducted 
into the Builders category, 
the Evans’ association 
with Brampton Excelsi- 
ors lacrosse has spanned 
almost 70 years.

Kelly Craig--Athlete (Softball) 


Brampton-born Kelly Craig was marked for stardom from 
her schooling days and she fulfilled her early promise.

Pat was a member of the 
Golden Hawks for seven 
seasons, during which 
time the team captured six 
Provincial Women’s titles 
and two National Women’s 
titles. Pat began her hockey 
career in Brampton, playing 
five years with the Brampton 
Canadettes Girls Hockey 
Association.

Secondary School before 
attending McMaster 
University, where she 
graduated with a degree in 
Physical Education.

Peel Region’s tips for avoiding “ticks”

There are a lot of things 
to love about spending 
time outdoors as the 
summer approaches but 
ticks are not one of them. 
They may be tiny (the size 
of the head of a pin) but 
these little buggers can 
pack a serious bite which 
if left untreated, can cause 
huge health problems for 
people and their pets. 

One particularly nasty, 
health destroying result is 
Lyme disease, described 
on Peel Regions website as 
follows: 


A bacterial illness that 
is spread to people and 
animals through tick 
bites. 


Was first identified 
in 1975 in Lyme, 
Connecticut.

If you’re walking 
an area where infected ticks 
are commonly found, take 
precautions. 


the Year, while long-time 
Rogers TV manager and 
community advocate Jake 
Dheer took home the 
prestigious Volunteer of the 
Year award.

Wearing long-sleeved 
shirts that fit tightly 
around the wrist and 
long-legged pants tucked 
into socks or shoes or 
boots. Light-coloured 
clothing makes it easier 
to see if ticks land on your 
clothing. 

Applying insect 
repellent containing DEET 
to skin and clothing. 

Showering or bathing 
within two hours of being 
outdoors to wash away 
loose ticks. 

If you are bitten it’s 
important to take action 
as soon as possible. 

The longer an infected 
tick is attached to your 
skin, the more you 
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Douglas said that this was 
done to add more integrity 
to the process and ensure 
that each performer was 
fairly judged. “When you 
have so much material that 
is produced at such a high 


level, it’s difficult to pick the 


best.” 

Since its roots at the 
Living Arts Centre’s 
Hammerson Hall in the 
early 90s, the festival has 
grown to encompass a 
broad spectrum of artists, 
as well as a collaborative 
culture where like-minded 
artists are encouraged to 
work together and hone 
their craft. MAC president

bacterium during the 
first 24 hours. Their bite 
doesn’t hurt so you may 
not notice you’ve been 
bitten until you see them 
attached to the skin. Peel 
Region’s tick experts offer 
the following advice to 
those who get bitten: 

Remove the tick 
immediately with 
tweezers. Grab the tick 
as close to the skin as 
possible. Gently pull the 
tick straight out until the 
tick releases its hold on 
your skin. 

Use soap and water to 
clean the spot where you 
were bitten. You can also 
disinfect the area with 
rubbing alcohol or use

on tables, but repurposed 
as light fixtures.

Massimo’s wife Rosa Capra 
has a passion and a natural 
flair for interior design, and 
as a former hairstylist, un- 
derstands the need to make 
an entrance and command 
attention, without distract- 
ing from the main attrac- 
tion—the food.
